Me Archibuld R. Colquhoun, writing in 
the “Morning Post” under tho heading 
“| Whither Chivn;” deals with the recent 
yeform and countor’ reform movements in 
China, He remarks that it las become 
obvious, oven to those who wore most 
optimistic as tothe aincerity-of-the Chinese 
Government in promoting reform, that a 
wave of gcaction has'set in, “As a matter 
of fact the actual policy of the Peking 
authorities has never varied: They | have 
nover tackled reform in any practical spirit. 
What thoy did was to. smile officially on 
certain iiovenients and to permit the work 
of reorganisation which oue or two progres. 
sive Vicoroys were anxious to undertake: 
Therehave boon innumernbleedicts affecting 
eduention, currency, opium-smoking, taxa- 
tion, and so forth, and a Constitution has 
been prutnised as soon ag the peaple are 
ready for it. Naturally. edicts will not 
accomplish reform in- themselves without: 
somo machinery for enforcing them and 
without considerable strength of motive 
behind them. Still, they created a reform 


atmosphere and gayo oflicinl sanction to} 


the movemont from below which is tho 
vital factor in China to-day. For the last 
six munths or 60, however, oven this 
benign official weather Ina chinged, and 
the wind has distinctly sel in an opposite 
direction. 

In a second article the writer romarks 
thut the dominant note ameng-Hurepeans 
in Chinn to-day, and even in many of the 
host-informed Chinese circles, is one cf 


doubt and pessimisin, He continues :-- 


The attitude of the Government towards 
reform was never gonuincly favourable to 
progress ant Western learning. The 
authori at Peking temporised with the 
situntion, and yielded what was necessary 
to placate their subjects and to make a 
show before the Western world, which they 
hoped would secure them releaxo from the 
restrictions imposed on them, pirticularly 
the extra-territorial rights of foreigners in 
their country. As there was no immediate 
sign of any relaxation of the West towards 
China in this respect, and as Western 
writers have never coased to point out that 
administrative refurm was the only bas's 
for any reconsideration of relations with 
China, the Government at Peking, always 
| vacillating sad short- sighted, ix now off on 
a new taek. [8a far qs ite policy is auti: 
Western it makes a bid for the allegiance 
af its subjects, whe are in the throes of 
tho birth of national self-consciousness and 
aro inflaned by the ‘‘China fer the Chi- 
neso” propaganda, But.whore thoy oppose 
rt progress or educrition, where they attempt 
te centralise governtnent in Poking, they 
aro in direct conflict with the rising tide of 
democratic’ fooling. This lack of renl 
national unity is tho great safeguard of the 
dynnsty to-day. One-tenth of - “the dis- 
content sectliing in China to-day would 
have rovolutionised any European coun- 
try. But thir. Chinese who can think and 
reason onthe subject seo clearly that the 
removal’ of the Manchus would only open 
tho way for tho dissolution of the Empire 
The -gravest feature in the situation, as 7 
matter of fnet, is not the anti-dynastic 
movemont, nor fhe retrograde action of 
the Government, but the financial conditi:-.n 
ofthe country, which lies at the root of al] 
the probluuws. Despite Chinn's enormous 
resources she ix at the present moment 
almost bankrupt. Botli the Central and 
Provincial. Treasuries sre depleted, 
taxation has been pressed to the utmost 
degree -- indi high enough 
already, is ines while 
dixect tuxation (Sueh as na hous 
bont-tax) tends .at onee to 
and there coms no immediate 
spect af re atoring the balance “by 
internal development.

The paper on tha, evolu“oy of tho 
modern cargo steamer socontly ccad hofore: 
tho Institution of Naval Architects by Mr 
8.5, P. Thearto is an interesting contribu- 
tion to shipbuilding litoraturo by one who, 
though hia Iong connoction with Lloyd's, 
has had exceptional ppportunitics of be- 
coming familiar with overy branch of the 
subject. As tho author poitited out, the 


progress of the type of vessel hos been tn, 


materinily influenced -by tho introduction, 
of mild steel into shipbuilding, “It would 
be scarecly possible to oxaggerato tho 
boneficiat influence which the substitu- 
tion of that material for iron hay had upon 
the development. of ‘the. cargo steamer, 
Not only -have wo had an ideal matorlal to 
deal with but improvements in tho steel- 
maker's art have résulted in the production 
of sections more and’ more suited for the 
shipbuilder and tho'ship," He hus given us 
longer, broader,.and thicker plates, longer 
and heavior bars, smoother surfaces, and in 
every respect better, structural matorials 
upon which to work, This improvement 
in quality and suitability of material has 
had its’influenco upon the quality of work- 
sanship, as.seen in the fitting together and 
the riveting, Tho wholo rosult is that 
during the 25 years or ‘thereabouts that 
mild stoel lus hoon used iv shipbuilding 
workmanship and finish have beon always 
improving, 80 that the cargo steamer of 
to-day is a bettor and stronger vossel, both 
absolutely and also in’ proportion to her 
senntlings, than ever she has beon before. 

It romeins to Te seen whether furthor 
improvements will be mado’ in stevl 
manufacture and whether a low priced, 
trustworthy steel of higher tunacity than 
is used at present will be produced havin 

all the excellent ‘qunitits of tho mild 
steel now employed in shipbuilding. 
Should such an article be forthcoming, 
it may be oxpected that with it still further 
advances will follow in the evolution of 
tho cargo stcanier, 

The common use af lapped, .in lieu of the 
older fashioned strapped, butts, the now 
cormmon prietice of joggling thy edge laps

On 
ovory-hand, hy means of better nebinory 
nud inv. adher wiys ‘improvements in 
tho modes of doing the work are being 
effected; and, ob the same time, the 
cost of “production : " being diminished. 
‘Tramp steamers have not yet heen standurd-

Whe- 
ther tho time .will ever-come when tramp 
steamery will be ag: like one another in 
point of dimensions and designs ns are
